A mysterioua explosion which occur- 


red shortly after 2 o'clock 
Sunday 


morning wrecked the interior of the 
office portion of the 'Covina high "school 
building, causing damage to tho extent 
of $1000. The night watchman, Frank 
V. Maxwell, who was in the room at 
the time, sustained serious burns and 
is now at the Covina hospital. That the 
man escaped fatal injuries is almost a 
miracle, as the explosion had sufficient 
force to blow out the entire north por- 
tion of the room, but, strange to say, 
failed to shatter the windows on the 
east front. 


Maxwell states that it seemed to him 


as though a bolt of lightning had 
struck the building, he being hurled a 
number of feet across the room. Re- 
covering himself, he rushed to the tele- 
phone and turned in a fire alarm', which 
was promptly responded to the depart- 
ment. As soon as Fire Chief Kendall 
arrived upon the scene, he ordered Max- 
well immediately removed to tho hos- 
pital for medical attention. The • fire 
was quickly subdued and -was confined 
to the one room of the building. 


All the furniture was destroyed and 


a greater portion of the woodwork con- 
sumed by the fire, which was fed by the 
gas jet to which the stove had been at- 
tached. 


Maxwell states that the gas stove had 


been burning in the room since shortly 
before 7 o'clock on the previous even- 
ing and that he l.ad made the rounds of 
the building only twenty minutes be- 
fore the explosion occurred. No one will 
definitely know the cause of the gath- 
ering of such a quantity of gas, but it 
is presumed either that the rubber hose 
attached to the gas stove became de- 
tached or that one of the gas pipes had 
been damaged by the men working on 
the building on the day previous. The 
insurance companies settled on a basis 
of $900. 


Mr. Maxwell's condition is consider- 


ed, satisfactory and it is hoped that he 
will recover •without being disfigured.

At least once a year, if not oftener, all agencies interested 


in the progress of their home community ought to agitate for 
the use of paint to brighten up all buildings that have a de- 
cadent look and are in danger of deterioration as a result of 
exposure to the weather. 


It is interesting to see how much more pride people take 


in their home places as the result of a good coat of paint. 
People living in a house that looks run down are apt to feel 
run down,, and they are likely to get the idea that they are 
falling behind and are not keeping up with the game. 


You induce those folks to paint up their place and make it 


look well cared for, and the effect is to give those people ^a 
greater degree of cpnfidence. They feel as much better for it 
as a man does in wearing a new suit of clothes. 


Buildings that look run down for need of paint attract 


unfavorable attention. If the owners could hear the remarks 
made about people who fail to do their share to keep up the 
appearance of the town they would be more disposed to co- 
operate. A few buildings of that kind_ here and there are a 
drag on the appearance of a town. Visitors look at them and 
remark that the place must be asleep to allow its home and 
business structures to present such an unprepossessing appear- 
ance. 


But after these buildings are painted, then the respect of 


the visitors for such neighborhoods increase amazingly. They 
say that the town is on the map, and is putting its best foot 
forward, and is likely to be a good place for residence or to do 
business in. 
Incidentally, property deteriorates when not properly paint- 


ed. The money saved by not painting is apt to be all lost 
through the depreciation of property.—Upland News.
